DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed on 1 1/18/2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action, 
Restriction Requirement mailed on 10/20/2005. 

2. Applicants fail to response to the prior office action to the restriction requirement 
by a provisional election on 11/18/2005. 

3. Applicant was advised that a reply to the restriction requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 
of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that the species are not patentable distinct the species being obvious variant is 
considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

4. Since applicant elects Group II, Group II contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species A, drawn to Fig. 2 for claims 27-30. 
Species B, drawn to Fig. 3 for claims 31-34. 
Species C, drawn to Fig. 4 for claims 35-38. 
Claim 23 is a generic claim. 

5. Applicant was also advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

6. The examiner maintains the restriction requirement including the election of 
species requirement as set forth office action mailed on 10/20/2005.
